She di 
of heart failure, whilo‘under. chloroform, 
due to tocsin after an attack of influenza, 
The anmsthetic waa administered by 
Sister Pauline in the presonce of Dr.

THE PEACE TERMS. 


Tus progress made by the Allied 
representatives ‘at Paris in framing the 
preliminary Peace Treaty has exceeded, 
we are told, the most optimistic expecta- 
fons. Americo, Gt, Britain, France ond 
\Ttaly—the four Allied Powerg principally 
‘conoorned—are now in perfect accord upon 
practically every clause of the Treaty, 
‘which, it ig believed, will be ready: for 
submission td the delegates by the end 
of the week. It will be placed before the 
memy delegutes for signature shortly 
afterwards, if o responsible Government 
still exists in Germany—a matter for 
ome doubt judging by the recent reports 
of .the conditions obtaining in that 
country. On the sea Germany will be 
reduced t© a state of utter impotence 
until guch time ag the League of Nations 
‘derg it safe to withdraw the restric- 
tions. She will be permitted to retain 
cnly fiftooen thousand suilora for the Navy 
and will have to surrender all but a 
“very small remnant of her Fleet. The 
smaller craft ‘will be‘eold and the moncy

a aufficiency of officers. Thig explains 
Marshal Foon’s opposition to the crea- 
tiun of a amall professional Army; he 
fears that it would resolve itsolf into 
a nursery for cadets in anticipation of 
a. mobilisation; and thinks it safer to 
reduce the Gencral Staff and cadets than 
the number spending a few 
months in barracks. The British Govern- 
ment, however, is pledged to the reatora- 
tion of the voluntary eystem in Groat 
Britain--there hos never been anything 
else in Ireland—and hag been urging, by 
example as well as precept, the abolition 
of conscription in Europe. With tha 
cordial support of M. CLEMENCEAU, Mr. 
Lioyp Grorak has, apparently, swung 
the Conference round to his point af 
view. The danger which Marshal Foca 
apprehended is reduced, if not entirely 
removed, by the stipulation that the Ger. 
man Army shall be recruited for twelve 
years’ service and its armament definitely 
fixed. This is a great improvement upon 
the first proposal to allow Germany to 
maintain 9 force of 200,000 men by com- 
pulsion, which would have enabled her 
to train a million troops, with their full 
complement of officers, every five yours, 
and to insis, upon double the equipment 
There is, however,

she will now need. 
& greater question at issue even than the 
relative potential ‘military strength of 
Germany under the- two alternative 
schemes, and that is the effect likely to 
be produced upon other nations. If the 
system of conscription were permitted in 
Germany i, would furnish an excuse for 
itg continuance not only in all the 
contiguous States but throughout the 
world, This would inevitably lead to 
rivalry and distrust, and to the per- 
petuation of the evils from which, it is 
hoped, the triumph of justice in this war 
ig to free us. One of the first objects 
of the League of Nations must be to stop 
the ruinous competition in armaments so 
that the peoples of the earth may be 
in a position to‘devote their energies to 
productive work and thus lighten the 
crushing burdeng with which militariem 
has saddled them.

CHILD LABOUR IN THE COLONY. 


The fortnightly meeting of the Sani- 
tary Board was held, yestorday, Mr. A. 
Gibson (Chairman) presiding. The other 
members present were:—The Hon. Mr. 
E. R. Hoallifax, the Hon. Mr. Cc. G. 
Alabaster, Mr. F. B. L. Bowley, Dr. 
Uzorio, Mr. Chan Kai Ming, and Mr, 8. . 
W. Teo, with Mrs. Hickling (Acting 
M.O.H.), and Mrs. Danby (Acting Sec- 


retary). 

Mr, Bowley, pursuant to notice, asked : 
© Doea the Medical Officer of Health con- 
sider it desirable in tho interests of the 
Public Health of the Colony that the 
ages, hours and conditions of the employ- 
ment of women and children in factories, 
workshops and work-places in the Colony 
should be regulated and controlled:t ’’ 

The reply was as follows:—There is at 
present nothing equivalent to the Home 
Hractory Acts, and, without full inquiry 
into al! sides of the question, only 
broadest lines could bo laid down as 
desirable for a beginning, viz. !— 

(.)-—The conditions which should be 
regarded as constituting over-crowding in 
factories and wor! D3; 

(2.)-—-The ages at which children should 
be admitted into factorics ; 

(3.)—The regulation of working hours 
for children in factories. 

The Board next considered an applica- 
tion from the Messageries Maritimes 
Company to erect a water closet on tho 
second floor. 

Tho Hon. Mr. Alabaster asked if the 
applicants were one of se firms who 
got their water in the ' good old days’ 
without paying for it. 

The Chairman said! that they were such 
a firm, What they now asked for waa 
an extension of their present system, and 
not for_a new system. 

The Hon. Mr. Alubnster said that the 
Board ought to be consistont, and refuse 
to consider the application unless the 
applicant was prepared to put in an 
independent water supply. : 

The Hon. Mr. Hallifax reminded the 
Board that they wore consistent when 
dealing with the recent application from 
Mesers.
